I. The Commission on Extraterritoriality in China. 





The Renort of the Comission on Extraterritoriality was 
signed at Peking on September ge ene Bh riage of four parts. 
T P 2 actice o xtraterri , 
aa ahis see an nenort deais witn the mractice of NS vate 
toriality starting with an historical outline, ( See Vol.II. = i 
Bulletin), and then descrives the met/iods by which oxtraners oo . 
jurisdiction lias been exercised. Only two Powers, America an _ 
Britain, maintain s»ecial courte in China. France and Italy each has 
a snecial judge, and Janan snecially traincd Consuls. . Norway has & 
Consular judge at Shanghai but otherwise jurisdiction is exercised by 
Consuls. The British alone have trial by jury. In the case of 80.16 
of the Powers trials of serious crimes have to take place outside the 
territorial limits of China, while in almost every case the final appeal 
from the decision of an extraterritorial court has to be taken abroad. 
The Rritish do vrovide an annelate tribunal in China from wiiich, however, 





in certain cases a further anneal lies to the Privy Council. merica, 
Great Britain, Francs an? Janan nrovide nrison facilities for their 
nationals. 


After a brief historical review of China's courts the Commission 
draws attention to the very extensive jurisdiction of the Shanghai Mixed 
Court "in that it extends to all Chinese and non-extraterritorial 
nationals residing in the International Settlement and to the fact that 
under the nresent arrangements in all cases, even vurely Chinese civil 
cases, foreign assessors adjudicate conjointly wit:: Cninese magistrates. 
It will be seen therefore that this ifixed Court as at present constituted 
has been functioning without Treaty sanction since October 1911". 

A further section deals with limitations unon Chinese jurisdic- 
tional freedom; the multinlicity of courts and diversities of law, the 
inaccessibility of courts; immunity of foreigners from Chinese regu- 

ations; irregular ynrotection of the Chinese etc.etc. Comnent is made 
unon tue yractice of certain Powers in +oo readily extending protection 
to Chinese in China by allowing them to register at their Consulates 
"there being no justification for such protection". 

Tne annendix to this section gives a detailed account of the 
manner in which each of the Extraterritorial Powers exercises its juris- 
4iction in China. 

PART IT. Zhe laws and Judicial and Prison Systens in China. 





This section onens with an account of tne work of codification. 
It then turns to the Constitution, mentioning tie unsatigfactory situa- 
tion created by the uncertainty as to the Constitution at present in 
force, narticuiarly with rezard to the enactment of laws. "From the 


Juri‘iical neoint of view the laws apnear to be regulations apnlied with 


tie force of law by the courts out subject to chanse or recision at any 
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se by tneir creators, tne President and t-.¢ Ministry of Justice". 
i. Be nsle criminal code is described as "admittedly defective" 
but it is added that the Chinese Government has prepared a second 
revise’ draft Penal Code. 

The Cormission considers that the powers of detention given to 
the nolice by the Police Offences Law (1915) to be too severe. The 
Criminel Procedure regulations are criticised as not affording sufficient 
guarantee to the interests of tne accused but it is stated that portions 
of them are being recast. Regarding civil procedure tie absence of a 
comnlete Civil Code is emnhasized and trere is considerable criticism 
of the iétention of civil defendents. "It is important to note here 
that the vinistry of Justice has vromulgated sunylementary laws w:.ich 
are contrary to the snirit of the regular Civil Procedure re,ulations 
nromulgated by the President". Tie frequency with wich martial law is 
declared is regarded by the Comaission as e grave menace to the proper 
admiaistration of civil law in China. 

The Commission nays a tribuce to tne work already accomplished 
in the comniling of new laws but depvlores the fact that since 1924 the 
Constitution has been discarded anid the authority of the Central Govern- 
ment weakened. Certain anomalies are pointed out such as the abit of 
local authorities enforcing sunvlementary lesislature, and in several 
instances the issues of laws or regulations wiiic: are not complete. 

A number of matters which have not been provided for by any law are set 
forth, such as negotiable instruments, bankrupts, lunacy, patents, etc. 

After a detailed descri>tion of various Chinwgse tribunals and 
judicial and police authorities the Comnission points out that the 
Chinese judicial system, like the Chinese legal system, is planned upon 
Continental Euroyvean and Jananese models, but that a number of changes 
have been introduced that tend to obliterate the well-defined lines of 
senaration between administrative ani judicial functions and between the 


jurisdiction of courts of first instance, and annelate courte. The 
daelegetion of authority by the Ministry of Justice to the Civil Governors 
of the Provinces, instead of to the Overla»xning of jurisdiction.

Another important 
factor is the control by the military of the finances of the government so 
that the Courts are dependent unon the military for their financial support 
By virtue of the Chinese law, itself, the legal position of the military

renders them immune from the jurisdiction of the ordinary courts. This 
immunity is liable to be extended to the friends of the military and to 
the commercial firms and organizations in which they are interested. The 


Commission instances notable acts of injustice perpetrated by the military 
in Peking at the very time that the Commission was holding its session. 
"The Commission believes it well within the range of moderation to state 
that in China at the present time tnere is no effective security against 
arbitrary action by the military authorities with resnect to life, liberty 
or pronerty, in so far as such security can be afforded by an effective 
functioning of the Chinese civil and judicial authorities". Cases of 
interference by civil and administrative officials are also mentioned such 
as the illegal activities of the Canton stvikers in setting "up courts of 
their own to try strike-breakers" in defiance of the regularly constituted 
courts. 

The lack of the universal application of the laws in China is dis- 
cussed. It is stated that cases of torture for the extracting of con- 
fessions of guilt and for the punishment of certain offences sti!.l occur 
in China, though in regard to modern courts no such instances hav: been 
renorted. 

The Commission states that the "most satisfactory courts in China 
are the modern courts which include the five special courts in the zone of 
the Chinese Eastern Railway, but considers that one modern court of first 
instance to every 4,400,000 of the ponulation is inadequate. The number 
of trained judicial officials apyears to be insufficient and the size of 
the salaries together with the uncertain nayment are liable to deter the 
best men from entering the profession 

The Commission was refused permission to see the actual working of 
the Police Tribunals. It considered, however, that as the trials therein 
were regarded as administrative acts without the right of appeal to an 
ordinary court of law, the administration of justice in such tribunals 
under the existing procedure could not be satisfactory. 

Conditions in most of the prisons visited were "not unsatisfactory" 
though no opportunity was given to visit any old style prisons, police 
jails or prison courts.

Thon seeis! 2. 0c $e Goveriuicne to send troons for tle protection of 
Shanghai hes been the outstanding event of international interest during the 
past fortnight. On January 2lst the Foreign Office issued a statement em- 
nhasizing the fact that the naval and military disvositions that had been made 
were essentially vrecautionary measures, having as tneir object the protec- 
tion of British lives, should such nrovection nrovse necessary. Five days 
later a denutation of the National Joint Council representing tne General 
Council of the Trade Union Congress and the National Executive of tue Parlia- 
mentary Labour Party was received at the Foreign Office. the Labour Press 
Devartment afterwards issued a communication to the Press stating that the 
National Joint Council had adonted a resolution devloring the "flauted mili- 
tary demonstration against the Canton Government" and sendin, to the Chinese 
workers "its most sincere sympathies and sunnort in their attempt to improve 
their economic conditions". The Naticnal Joint Council decided to comnuni- 
cate by telegranh the terms of the above resolution to lr EHugene Chen. The 
Foreign Office sent a reviy to the manifesto of the Labour Party reiterating 
he desire of the Government to nromote a friendly settleinent of the out- 
dtanding difficulties with the Chinese. 

On January 29th, Sir Austen Chamberlain, in an imnortant speech at 
Rirmingham defined the policy of tne Government and revealed the nro»dosals 
that had been made on Jnnuary 27th to the Chinese authorities both in the 
North and in the South. Tere the British Government had steted its readivw-;,: 

(1) to recognize the modern Chiness Law Courts, without the attendance of 
a British official, as competent Courts for cases brouglit by British vlain- 
tiffs or comnlainants. 

(2) to annly in British Courts in China the existing modern Chinese civi 
and commercial codes and culy enacted subordinate legislation. 

(3) to make British subjects liable to pay regular Chinese taxation, 
mrovided it does not involve discrimination against British subjects or 

ritish goods. This would involve taxation under a national tariff as and 
wren such Tariff law is promulgated. 

(4) with regard to the concessions to enter into local arrangements, 
according to the »ractical circumstances of each nort, either for the einal- 
gamation of the administration with that of adjacent areas under Chinese 
control, or for some other method of handing over administration to the

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I I . NOTE S & NEWS . 





The United States and China. - 
A statement of the nolicy of the United States towards China was 


issued by the State Department on January 26th. It stated the readiness of 
the Government to enter into negotiations with any "Government of China, or 
delegates who can represent or sneak for China" in order to put into force 
the surtaxes of the Washington Treaty, to entirely release tariff control, 
and restore complete tariff autonomy in China. The United States, would, 
however, exnect that it should be granted most-favoured nation treatment 
and that there should be no discrimination against the United States and 
its citizgens in favour of citizens of other nations in Customs duties and 
Taxes. The United States was prepared to put into force the recommend- 
ations of the Extra-territoriality Commission which could be put into 
force at once without a treaty and to negotiate the release of the extra- 
territorial rights as soon as China was prepared to provide protection by 
law and through her courts to American citizens their rights and property. 
The statement affirmed the willingness of the United States "to 
deal with China ina most liberal snirit". References were made to the 
Tariff Conference, the enunciation of the American delegation of the 
"nrincinle of resnect for China's tariff autonomy", and the resolution of 
November 19th 1925 consenting to the coming into force of the Chinese 
Tariff Law on January lst 1929 coincident with the abolition of li-kin. 
Of the existing treaties it is stated that "those which were ratified by 
the Senate cannot be abrogated by the President, but must be superseded by 
new treaties negotiated with somebody representing China and subsequently 





ratified by the Senate of the United States". Sympathy is expressed with 
the Nationalist awakening in China. In the conflict for control in China 
among t-ie several factions, it is observed that the United States nave 


endeavoured to maintain an attitude of strict neutrality, but it is pointed 
out that if the Chinese authorities are unable to afford protection to 
American citizens in China, it is the fundamental duty of the United States 
to do so. "It is with the nossibility of this necessity in view that 
American naval forces are now in Chinese waters".

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IV. LEAGUE OF NATIONS NOTES. 





The Opium Committee. _ 
At the time of writing, the League Advisory Committee on the Traffic 


in Onium and other Dangerous Drugs, which commenced its session on January 
17th, is still sitting at Geneva. At the beginning of the meeting, some 
interesting revorts were received from the Ife:iber-States on tiie progress of 
tre campaign against the drug traffic. Whilst in many countries the 
measures adonted seem to be progressing ina satisfactory manner, tle United 
States of America annears to be faced with a serious recrudescence of the 


evil. 





The Italian representative brought forward a plan for the limitatio 
of drug manufacture. This was rejected by the Committee. The Italian 
scheme, it is understood, is to be brought uu) again in a changed form. If 
it is again turned down, Italy will probably bring the matter up at the next 
Assembly, and appeal to the States of the world to limit the manufacture of 
drugs notwithstanding their commercial interests. 

The League's Oniun Convention of 1925 cannot come into force until 
seven of the 8tates on the Council have ratified it. So far only two ~- 
Great Britain and Salvador - have done so. Sir Malcolm Delevigne (Great 
Britain) drew attention to the importance of Council members taking action, 
and the Council adonted his nronosal on the subject. 


Removing Trade Barriers. 
The customs union, concluded between Esthonia and Latvia, will 


remove one of the trade barriers which have helped to stifle the economic 
develonment of the Néw States of Europe and to prevent a speedy return to 
prosperity. Not only the New States themselves, but all the countries to 
wnich their commercial relations extend, have suffered as a result of the 
economic war. Probably now that Esthonia and Latvia have given a lead, 
other States will follow their example. The loan recently sanctioned by 
the League Council for the stabilisation of the Esthonian currency has 
certainly had much to do with bringing about this highly satisfactory 
develonment. 








Caring for Ex-Slaves. 

A schooi is to be founded at Abdis Ababa, the Abyssinian capital, 
for the education of slaves freed in accordance with the terms of the 
League's Slavery Convention. The Anti-Slavery and Aborigines Protection 
Society is to make an annual grant towards the upkeep of the school, and 
the British Minister is to have a seat on the committee responsible for 
its organisation.
